Sik-pun, after being held 
for u_ fortnight by his 
kidnappers, has undoubted- 
ly been a source of yreat 
relief to his anxious family. 
But it is a pity that we 
cannot say that this case 
has been concluded in a 
way that will please every- 
one in Hongkong. For it 
was not the Police - who 
found Mv Wong and, read- 
ing between the Ines of the 
brief offlelal communique 
yesterday morning, it seems 
that they have still to -be 


told a lot about this cuse | 


before inquiries be 
terminated. : 

It would be unreasonable to 
blame tho Police for not 
finding Mr Wong, even if 
he were held in a house in 
Hongkong, and it is not the 
intention of this comment 
to deplore their failure, It 
is rather to stress that. 
what has happened twice in 
one family could happen to 
othors if underworld. 
elements decided to try 
and profit from the example 
of this case. It is an alter- 
native which may seem re- 
mote but which cannot be 
discounted. 

HE fact that.thias form of 
crime hag not up to now 
been prevalent in Hongkong 
is immaterial. There have 
been -numerous enses in Sin- 
gapore—to such an extent 
indeed that it caused an 
exodus of millionaires for 
more secure climes. And

the Police should not need | 


to be convinced that Hong- 
kong people could be simi- 
larly persecuted. It ‘is 
because a situation like this 
must at all costs be avoided 
that we emphasise the need 
today to pursue the Wony 
case to the stage of making 
orrests, and of securing 
from both Mr Wong and 
his family the utmost co- 
operation to bring this 
"about. 
The feelings and the fears of 
-a kidnapped man are not 
hard to imagine and they 
wilk arouse general sym- 
pathy. 'In the cise of Mr 
Wong Sik-pun, not only has 
he been their victim, but 
his son as well, and if he 
has been reluctant to make 
full disclosures to avoid 
adding to his troubles, it 
. will hardly be: surprising, 
UT. the point is that the 
police have spent a lot of 
time and gone to a lot of 
trouble on this case: and 
ns we have already said 
tho lives and safety of more 
than two people max be in- 


volved. Most important is | 


that the interests of justice 
must be, served and poten- 
tinl desperadoes deterred. 
This can only be done if 
tho Police are given all the 


information and help they j 


-need. 

Kidnapping is one of the most 
despicable forms of crime 
that exist. 
dare not let take root in 
Hongkong. And coven 

‘though tho manhunt for Mr 
Wong has ended, the case 
js far from: closed. The 
public will watch for fur- 
ther. results that will bring 
this’ mysterious’ case with 
no many questions begging 
answers,to a successful and 
fully explained conelusion.

China is knewn to have placed 
erders abroad, chiefly in Aus- 
tralia and = Cannda, for more 
than two million tons of whent 
to date. This puts a consider- 
tbie strain on Peking’s dollar 
and sterling reserves,  balieved 
to be limited. 

More recently, China has 
even placed grain orders in 
France, Some of these ‘[n- 
cidentally are earmarked for 
through-shipment to Albanin, 
China’s sole backer in satellite 
Europe in the dispute with 
Moscow, . 
Straining 

Despite her own shertcomings 
China is straining to Ihe 
utmest to keep in with’ her 
supporter in the ideological 
strugple, and ta win new 
friends, nolubly in Africa, 

In order to do this China Is 
helping some of the African 
naticns and Albania financially 
and economically, irrespective 
of her own plight.—UPI.

Some seats, 
particularly those on certain jet- 
liners, can resist as high as 15 
G's, 


It has not been determined 
whether the deceleration force 
involved in the Boston crash 
surpassed 9 G's. It probably 
did, because an aircraft hitting 
water comes to a stop faster than 
one crashing on a Mat land sur- 
face. 


Also learned from the Bos- 
ton crash, a CAB offictal sald, 
was the potential danger from 
poll-down metal food trays 
located on the rear of most 
seats in the Electra, These 
were responsible for most of 
the skull fractures suffered by 
43 of the victims. As their 
seats tore loose, they were 
hutted against - the - ‘metal 
trays. 


The CAB has recommended 
that FAA require trays made 
of a “frangible” materiai—some- 
thing which gives or breaks 
easily on impact.—UPI.

Dr V. G. Ponse, Regional 

Adviser for the United Nations

He said an agriculture census 
would show just how many 
farmers there were, operating 
how many farms and producing 
what kind of crops. “In fact if

He exp'alned that the costume 
has been the accepted dress of 
Mime artists sinc. the art was 
reborn into Europs:n theatre 
with the Renaissance. The 
Painted face is a mixture of 
Pierrot and Herlequin and ‘is 
supposed to represent neutrality.
